WHY I СКУ SOMETIMES

B.B. King is known around the 
world as one of the greatest blues 
singers who has ever utter a тоап- 
ful sigh. But how many know the 
man from the inside. Why does he 
make the blues sound so real and 
alive? Why does he cry sometimes 
when he’s strumming his guitar 
„Lucille“? Is it because when he 
strums her raut strings she bleches 
forth all the blues man’s hurts, his 
bad times and his put down? 


Despite the success and ге- 
cognition В.В. now enjoys there 
are still unhealed scars with all 
the stitches still unmoved. We dis- 
cussed some of the causes and side 
effects. 

“И you have the time I would 
love to talk because sometimes it 
get to be a little more than I can 
Carry,“ В.В. said. 

“There have been 25 years of 
hurt. It’s been just like someone 
putting little needles into you - one 
here and another one over there. 
I’ve had to take the low road all 
the time because I have always been 
the guy at the bottom of the totem 
pole because I'm a blues singer. 
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“А lot of times,” said В.В. 
“other guys were able to go on tv 
and get their records played on ra- 
dio and many other got movie of- 
fers, or what have you, when they 
wouldn't accept blues singers. But 
thank God those things аге chang- 
ing we're B. B.) on tv quite often 
and on most of the major shows, 
liked or not. I’m thankful for that. 
Ву me,“ В.В. adds, going оп man 
others (blues singers) have been on.“ 

Speaking of television, we in- 
terviewed “В” in his dressing room 
at NBC. He was there to tape the 
Flip Wilson Show. 

Another thing that disturbs В.В. 
is the lack of support by the Black 
people. In recent years or since 
his career took a new route, 90% of 
his audiences are white. 

““Му first standing ovation was 
by a white audience in 1968,” said 
the man who credit the Beatles, the 
Rolling Stones, and Elvis Presley 
with his rapid rise to fame in the 
last few years, “at Filmore West 
іп San Francisco But I can гет- 
ember cheering you as a youngster 
at dances at the Elks Hall on Сеп- 


your name everybody stand and 
applause “ this is before you come 
on stage and while you're on stage 
and when you finish a number they 
stand up and applause. This went 
on for about five times before I 
finished the show. They stood and 
yelled more, more when I finished.” 

В.В. admits performing and 
lecturing at more than a hundred 
colleges, “І even gave a lecture 
at Yale,” В.В. said. “I talked an 


hour without losing anybody. I 
don’t know anything about lecturin 
but І know how to run my mouth, 

Out of the hundred colleges 
B.B. has appeared he said he had 
performed at only three Black col- 
leges. “I’m a little sad because 
I can't go to more of the Black 
colleges because I feel that there 
is somebody there who could dig 
what I’ve got to say, one way or 
the other.” Sadly В.В. adds, “І 
wish I could go to more.” 


В.В. recalls, Some Blacks 
in Washington D.C, gave some kind 
of blues festival on the campus of 
Howard, One of the big Black Col-

“What І mean by a standing 
ovation,“ В.В. explains, “is this: 
When people are on the floor dance 
ing they stand and applause, yes. 
But if you're playing where people 
are seated and when thev announce 
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leges. Now, on the bill was a tere 
tific local group, I don't remember 
their name, but they were out - of 
sight. Muddy Waters and quite a 
few of the other guys who һауе been 
around, perhaps, longer than I. This 
hall was sold out. Completely sold 
out. !

““Тһеве,” В.В, continued, “ 
are not my words I'm going by Jet 
(magazine) they said 90% of the 
audience was white on a Black 
campus. This kinda upset me a bit 
Black promoters on a Black сат“ 
pus in a town where Blacks out 
number whites. 

“I don't want anyone,“ the 
46 year old blues singer from In- 
dianola, Mississippi said, “to mis- 
understand me. І love to play to 
people. I don’t rather play to Blacks 
or rather play to whites. But I wou- 
Id think, to me, if there were any- 
body on the outside *the night of 
that concert? it would be whites 
and the inside filled with Blacks.” 

* There have been times when 
В.В. played to a Black majority, 
however, it wasn't a time to brag 
about. “Many times when I did she 
ows, for instance, the big rock 
shows where artists such as (the 
late) Sam Cooke, Jackie Wilson 
or James Brown would headline - 
many times my band, when І was 
carrying a big band, would play the 
show. When І got ready to go on 
stage they (the audience) would 
boo me, That would hurt.“ 

В.В. used the phrase, that 
would hurt“ quite often during the 
interview. Another hurting time. e 

“I remember when this guy 
got ready to introduce me after 
introducing other people beauti- 
fully, then he said “Now ladies 
and gentlemen get ready for your 
ham hocks and greens, cornbread 
and pig ears because now here is 
B.B. King.” Okay this hurt me. 
This was a black guy and this 
hurt. If it had been a white guy it 
would have made me mad. 

Finally, when І got off stage

В.В. continued, “I called this тас. 
over and І said, “Say тап, І know 
some blues singers who don't eat 
pig ears, ham hocks and collar 
greens. Of course, I love ‘em and 
I dig “em but I know some who don't 
dig ‘em. So why is it that you іп- 
troduced “Јое Blow” аз “Joe Blow” 
the pop singer and “Ruby Mae” as 
the great jazz singer and when it 
got to me you come up with this 
other thing.” “Аһ, man I didn't 
mean no harm, It's just that I was 
lettin’ ‘em know we were ready to 
get down to the nitty gritty.“ Okay, 
fine, That was no build up to me 
that was a let down,

“It was just like being in a 
place and somebody say, “Неу, 
Ah folks we got В.В. King the 
Black blues singer. If he say we 
got В.В. King the blues singer, 
РИ dig it. but not the Black blues 
singer. 

Sometimes while performing 
you'll сту. What's going through 
your head or is it a feeling? 

“Why do I cry? Well,” В.В. 
answered after thinking for a mome 
ent, “І guess as a Black man I’ve 
had many problems like most Black 
people have and my background and 
my people were роог. My career 


of course, makes me cry. I’m not 
trying to say I’ve had it harder than 
anyone else, but as a blues singer 
its been like segregation has been 
as the country know it. 

**People were down on blues 
singers. This hurt me. People woe 
uld not accept my music. When I 
say my music I don't mean В.В. 
King as an individual but blues 
music as they did other kind of 
music. This is why you will see 
tears come from me sometimes. 

“When I think about how hard, 
not just BeBe King, he speaks in 
the third person, ““but the many of 
us who are in this groove of blues 
how hard we've struggled without 
aid as a lot of people have it. This 
is why this entertainer has tried 
to use as much of his earning as 
possible to try and better his con- 
dition educationally, I was a high 
school dropout.” 

The singer who has risen from 
the. “сһішіп” circuit, а term “В” 
prefers not to use himself, to prim 
tib left school in the 10th grade. 
During his elementary school years 
he had to walk five miles to school, 
This only happen when the weather 
was bad. When the weather was 
fine В.В. had to make it to the 
fields. 

The boy from Beale Street, as 
he was nicknamed years ago when 
he was a disc jockey and later 
shorten to “В.В.”, doesn't have 
to worry about those uncomfortable 
times anymore, 

Оп the personal side “В” has 
three 'sisters,, Bonnel Byrd, Cora 
Mae King and Fay Henry, plus three 
daughters, Gloria King, Shirley 
Ann King and Riletta Mitchell. 
Needless to say the youngest dau= 
ghter was named after him. B's“ 
daughters and sisters lives in Los 
Angefes and Shirley Ann is the 
only daughter in show business + 
she’s a dancer. 

On the real personal side 
В.В. said, “І have been married 
twice to two wonderful women that 
Т think who just didn't understand 
me. They couldn't figure a guy be- 
ing as dedicated to what I am doing 
as I am. It's very possible that 
they were neglected. Maybe more 
than they should have been, due 
to my work and a lot of people that 
are not in this kind of work I'm in 
really don’t understand it. 

‘I can say the divorce was 
just about as much my fault as it 
was theirs. Maybe even more. Do 
to my work [ can't help myself, 
I don't expect to go through the 
rest of my life without a beautiful 
lady sitting over their saying this 
is Mis. King.” 

The king quickly adds, “Pm

Issac Hayes is the super - cool 
black dude that just recently cut an 
album by the same name, “Black 
Moses.” And before И even hit the 
stands it was assured of selling 
over two or three million copies. He 
is also the same dude that almost 
everyone is talking about now, be- 
cause they simply can not help it. 

The magic of his mighty world 
of music seems to be affecting evee 
ryone.

Мг. Hayes has become a mus i- 
cal phenomenon of the seventies 
because of any number of reasons, 
but perhaps the most relevant of 
these reasons is because his vast 
unharnessed talents has struck the 
public with such force, that its al- 
most impossible to understand just 
where he is coming from. 

He is mysterious, colorful, bold 
and exciting. And his fleeting rise 
to glory has again proven that thr- 
ough desire and determination, glory 
can come to a black man and lift 
him up from the cotton fields and 
make him the idol of millions. 


Perhaps the most frequent que- 
stions asked when the name Issac 
Hayes becomes the topic of con- 
versation is: What kind of man is 
he? When and how did he acquire 
the name Black Moses? Is һе a 
swinger with the ladies? Is he cos 
cky? Is his life in danger? Why 
does he remain so heavily guarded 
most of the time? 


The questions go on and on 
among his many thousands of fans. 
And to get the |answers!to many of 
these urgent questions and others 
that people are frequently inquire 
ing about, GROOVIN’ decided to 
explore a few of the facts with the 
man himself - - Black Moses. 

First, let me say this about Мг. 
Hayes; he is a charming dude. When 
he speaks, he comes through cool, 
heavy and impressive. There is no- 
thing phoney about the man. He is 
Issac Hayes with no apology. 

The name Black Moses, when 
and how did it began to attach it- 
self to the Issac Hayes Movement, 
was our first inquiry? 

“Тһе name actually came from 
musicians and associates that I 
have worked with in the past,” he 
explains. “lts rather difficult to 
recall exactly when it all started, 
but many of the musicians that 1 
worked with in the past began to 
call me by this name. І remember 
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some of those guys coming to те 
after some of my concerts and they 
would say that I was getting over 
to my audience in a way that they 
had never really seen before. They 
would say: Man, you are not only 
revolutionizing music, you are pute 
ting new innivations into it. They 
would tell me: Man, you have no 
idea how much black people love 
you. They would say: Man you are 
a Black Moses. 

couldn't see at that time 
where it was all coming from, Бе- 
cause І was so wrapped up іп my 
music that I couldn’t comprehend 
what was taking place around те. 

“(People were really falling 
in love with те апа my music every 
place that I went.“ 

“They kept calling me Black 
Moses until the name eventually 
became - “ the name. They began 
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introducing and billing те as Black 


Moses. Now the name has become 
а part of me.” 

What was the beginning like - - 
the early begirining of the legend of 
Issac Hayes? 

““Erightening - in a sense. 
Like many other black kids born in 
the south,’ he replied. I was faced 
with the same complexes and inse- 
curities that everyone else was 
faced with, 

“I came up т an area where - = 
if you were black and had bad hair, 
you were pushed back down at the 
bottom of everything. People gave 
the light skin kids with curly hair 
all of the attention where І came from. 

“АП of this gave те a complex 
and I had to deal with this complex 
for a long time.“ 

“оте how І found my direc- 
tion in life through music. І didn’t 


take music too serious until I ene 
tered high school. And when I acte 
ually realized that music was ту 
tool to conquer the world with, I 
began to study seriously. 

“My. first major taste of suc- 
cess came as a result of my song 
writing. | have written hits for many 
of the top artists in the country. 
Rufus Thomas, Sam & Dave, Johnny 
Taylor, Carla Thomas and many 
others *. 

Мг. Hayes admitted that when 
one becomes a superstar of his 
caliber, he generally becomes a 
target for all kinds of reactions 
from all kinds of peoples Among 
these groups one meets many an= 
xious attractive women. 

ts a natural thing for women 
to be attracted to a man like my- 
self, because Гат a star. It doesn*t 
only happen to me, и happens to 
most people who have become high- 
ly successful in a certain profession. 

“I deal with the situation ine 
telligently and I don’t take advan- 
tage of the situation like some 
entertainers do.” 

“There are some entertainers 
who fill their rooms with women in 
every city that they appear. I sup- 
pose this is OK if thats what a pere 
son wants, but I don’t do this kind 
of thing.*” 

“I like women as well as the 
next man, but І try to set ап exe 
ample т this profession; one аі 


people can be proud of.” 

admit that some of those 
sisters look good and its hard to 
turn down some of the invitations 
that comes up, but I have a long 
way to go and I want to preserve 
my strength. 

% live a clean life. I take 
my exercise and eat the right food 
and I get my proper rest most of 
the time.” 

“Being a good entertainer re- 
quires decipline and rest if you 
want to remain in this business long. 

““Generally, after а concert, 
I go to my room and take me a hot 
bath and watch television, I seldom 
go out to parties.” 

There has been times in the 
career of Issac Hayes when some 
of his actions have been grossly 
misunderstood by the press and 
certain disc = jockeys. He admitted 
that this has hurt him deeply. Yet, 
he feels that he has always been 
justified in doing most of the things 
that he has done. 

We asked him to cite a few 
instances where he had been un- 
justly persecuted for his actions. 

Quite often in cities I have 
been accused of being un- coopera» 
tive by disc - jockeys and the press 
because І didn’t respond to their 
requests for interviews at the time 
that they felt that I should. What 


they failed to understand 18 that 
there is a place for these things. 
I have strict rules about people en- 
tering my dressing room while I’m 
working, because І have had рю- 
blems in the past that has caused 
my security people to insist that 
no crowd of people come into my 
dressing room after or before my 
concerts. І can’t conduct interviews 
during this time, because [ am busy 
getting myself together and I must 
concentrate on my thing. And when 
you let one or two people in without 
restrictions, the пехі thing that 
you know everybody is pouring into 
your dressing room. Thats why I 
have a certain place and a time for 
visitors and interviews. Its not that 
I don’t want to talk with the press 
and the disc “ jockeys and ай, 
because God knows that I love these 
people and I'm grateful for all of 
the good that they have done for 
me, but І try to respect others when 
they must do things a certain way 
and I feel that others should try 
and understand and give, ‚me the 
same courtesy and respect,” 

Because Mre; Hayes’ actions 
on occasions, some people have 
extended themselves to the point 
of accusing him of being on an egc 
trip. Не responde to this comment 
in this manner: “ don’t have time 
for this kind of unrealistic thinking. 
I am too envolved in my work to 
become caught up in such small 
feelings. I don’t feel that І am any 
more than anyone else. Perhaps a 
little more successful but thats 
about it. І will never take on апу 
kind of superior attitude or get hung 
up on the superstar trip; I can’t 
change.“ 

“I go all over ту old neigh- 
berhoed and associate with all of 
my old friends when I have time. 
І will never change and when some- 
one gets the idea that І have chan- 
ged, they are totally wrong. 

“Sometimes people will bug 
a guy like me but its only natural. 
Everybody has a tune most of the 
time land |they all want me to hear it. 
Sometimes I'm not т the mood for 
things like this, because [ have so 
many things on my mind, Yet, | try 
to be as patient and as open minded 
as I can, because people love me 
to be able to handle any situation 
that comes up. They don*t expect a 
no. And when an artist understands 
this, he develops a better relation- 
ship with his fans.” 

“There are many instances 
where my security people turn peo- 
ple away and refuse to let them ne- 
ar me, but thats thetr job because 
they know whats best under cer- 
tain conditions.“ 

There has been much publicity 
about the security measures taken 
by Мг. Hayes lately, and being a-

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ware of this, he elaborated on the 
issue briefly. 


nere has been quite a bit 
of emphasis placed on strict secue 
rity for me lately, because of cer- 
tain things that has taken place,” 
explained Hayes. “There was a sü- 
uation in Chicago recently that 
took place at the Black Expo. I’m 
not too familiar with all of the de- 
tails because it happened before | 
arrived, but the situation prompted 
us to place tight security around 
the place when I appeared.” 

“There has been numerous 
threats made on ту life but I don’t 
take things like this too serious, 
Yet, because of certain things that 
have happen, my associates insist 
that I surround myself with more 
security.” 

“I сошап'і see where people 
would really want to hurt me, but 
after talking to other entertainers, 


I began to see that there is defini- 
tely a possibility of someone mak- 
ing a desperate attempt to harm me. 

“Its a well - known fact that 
some of the brothers will take ad- 
vantage of another brother. They 
will approach you with the saying 
that they are one of your fans and 
the next thing you know you are 
ripped off.” 

“The way things are today, 
you never know when a threat is 
the real thing or not. Its possible 
to have enemies that you are not 
aware of. You never really know 
what some mentally sick indivi- 
dual тау ао.” 

“Look what happened to Dr. 
King. A.woman walked up and stab- 
bed Dr. King. What had he done to 
anyone? He was trying to help peo- 
ple?’ 

“What I’m trying to say is, it

“Still, people think that all 
of this money is going to me and 
they may say, we. are going to bre» 
ak in and rob that cat - “ but its 
not that way at all,” 

Hayes admitted that he has 
done things lately to help strenge 
then the legend of his name, but he 
admitted that he feels that he has 
done nothing, compared to the things 
that he plans to do in the future. 

“I have just begun to expand,” 
he said. “There are so many hori- 
zons that І plan to cross т the 
future that І become excited just 
thinking about some of them. I'm 
going up- up- up + man, because 
this is where its at for me. If there 
is such a thing as all of the way in 
music, that is where I’m going.”

The departure of the Rev. Jesse Jackson from 
SCLC*s Operation Breadbasket and his founding of Peo- 
ple United to Save Humanity (PUSH) has become the 
most controversial activity in the Civil Rights arena 
since the original challange by the black power move- 
ment to the oider more traditional approaches to approach» 
ing and solving our problems here in racist America. 

There are those who see the Jackson departure 
totally in terms of aj Jesse | Jackson + Rev. Ralph Aber- 
nathy conflict. Now we can't deny that such a conflict 
has played some part in the ultimate decision. Yet some» 
how I am forced to wonder if we don’t do ourselves a 
great harm by seeing such a conflict as purely personal. 

Did you ever think about the fact that all conflicts 
are not negative. Some conflicts being conceptual and not 
personal leads to the covering of unhallowed ground and 
the development of new programs and new priorities. 
Sometimes what appears to be a split is really a growth 
and such action becomes multiplication and not division, 

Operation Breadbasket itself is a prime indication 
of this in the Civil Rights movement. Though Breadbasket 
has functioned under the auspices of SCLC. Breadbasket 
has for all true facts and purposes been a free and ine 
dependent program, 

Breadbasket was the first major Civil Rights organie 
zation to move in the direction of economic development. 
In essence, Breadbasket turned the Civil Rights move- 
ment around much as the black power movement did, it 
moved the movement away from project oriented class 
action to program oriented individual action. 

What does this mean? It means that instead of aske 
ing for the right to own a house in a given neighborhood 
for all blacks, the asking for the right to sit at lunch 
counters for all blacks or asking for the right to sit in 
the front of the Риз for all blacks that breadbasket got 
down to the job needs of individual blacks so that they 
could privately and personally excercise the mass privi- 
leges gained through protest. 

Few wish to acknowledge the fact, but Operation 
Breadbasket grew out of Dr. King's greatest failure in 
in his career, his failure to establish a viable movement 
in Chicago. Dr. King had come into Chicago believing 
that he could duplicate tactics used іп the south іп that 
паю, crusted corrupted northern сиу. That could not be 

one. 

The issues and needs in Chicago were different than 
those in Montgomery and the other cities. Dr. King found 
out the hard way that the north, midwest and west pre- 
sented different dynamics and could not sustain the nore 
mal program approaches of the Southern Christian Leader« 
ship Conference. 

The astuté mind of опе |] еззе | Lee Jackson was 
able to see Dr. King*s dilemma when even Dr. King hime 
self failed to see it. Those around Пт. King were so blind 
in their loyalty that they were really liabilities. They 
were unable to challenge King's weaknesses and help 
him to grow because the nature of their attachments were 
not functional but servile. 

It was Jessie Jackson among them who felt the need 
for a new direction that could take roots in the east, mide 
west and west, The astuteness of Rev. Jackson's action 
have consequently proven highly beneficial to the move- 
ment and have served to move the movement progressive“ 
ly in tune with the needs of the people. 

There is no doubt in my mind that Rev, [Jesse Jacke 
son held the late Dr, Martin Luther King Jr. in great rese 
pect. Evenstill, there is no doubt in my mind that Rev. 
Jackson realizes inspite of that respect, that it was his 
(Jackson's) creative development of Operation Breadbas - 
ket that saved face for Dr. King who was heading for 
miserable failure in Chicago,

„ The honest and honorable truth is that Operation 
Breadbasket is a bastard child born of the failure of the 
traditional southern approach of SCLC in Chicago. Once 
Dr. King found himself in Chicago with his name and 
reputation at stake and the white media riding herd on 
him he didn't see that his traditional tactics didn't exe 
cite Chicago, Jesse Jackson did. 

This discussion is extremely important. It is im- 
portant because when we get heroes the halo effect be- 
comes overpowering and we attribute to our heroes a 
blind and absolute power of unquestionable proportions. 
Thus I have heard so much talk about how much Dr 
King did for Jesse Jackson and why Jesse should be 
grateful. 

Given Dr. King did many things for Rev. Jackson. 
Yet Dr. King was an internationally known figure whose 
life's work was on the line in Chicago. Should Dr. King 
have faltered it would have been critical. Rev. Jesse 
ackson at the time was relatively unknown. He could 

ave made a million mistakes and the press would have 
ignored them because he was unknown. 

Unknown as he was, the Rev. Jesse Jackson rose 
to the occasion and to the everlasting benefit of black 
America created the program that saved Dr. King’s face 
in Chicago and allowed Dr. King to bow out of Chicago 
wounded but graciously. 

The point І am making here is that Rev. Jesse Jacke 
son has paid his own dues and done his own thing, It is 
my personal opinion that he contributed to Dr, King as 
much as he gained. He contributed as much to SCLC as 
he gained. 

Somehow white America has infiltrated our minds 
with а self defeating concept of gratitude, We were raised 
to thank Mr. Charley for his good acts and great deeds 
and we take this dependency creating con game into all 
the relationships that we participate in and observe, 
We always want to think in terms of someone oweing 
someone something. And too often it is the hero or the 
authority figure that is doing so much for those below 
him. 

More often than not it is the other way around. Рео- 
ple rise to the top because other people help them get 
there. Those below the top serve those at the top. Sele 
dom do those at the top serve those who serve them. 

I have said a lot of that to say that I reject any and 
all speculation that Rev, Jesse Jackson was bound by 
some dependent obligation to stay with SCLC or Opera- 
tion Breadbasket, 


here are those who erroneously say that the Civil 
Rights movement is dead. Such people say this because 
they see the traditional and ceremonial roles now being 
played by the major Civil Rights groups as the only аі” 
ternatives. That is that blind hero = worship thinking 
again. Well it so happens that the needs and necessities 
of the people go оп and if the major organizations per- 
sist in their stagnation they will die into obsolesence. 

Just as the black power movement changed the dire 
ection of the movement and just as Operation Breadbasket 
added a new dimension to the movement, the movement 
is in dire need of a new dimension now, Тһе пісе, beg- 
ging posture of the dominate organizations must be come 
plimented at least and replaced at most by black organie 
zations, supported by black people who have the freedom 
and blackness to get into the cruel trenches of economic 
and political liberation, 

The structures and traditions of some organizations 
have made them marginal at best in relating to the crue 
cial needs of black men, women and children. New and 
effective approaches are needed, 

Inherent in the move of Jesse Jackson from Opera- 
tion Breadbasket and into operation push is a statement 
of analysis, Perhaps the same type of analysis that 
created Operation Breadbasket and salvaged the fate of 
Dr. King may serve to began to move the movement to- 
wards a new practical reality. 

І am not concerned with some of the personality 
traits and individual habits of Rev. Jesse Jackson, І will 
not overly concem myself with these just as simply as I 
do not concem myself in these areas with my doctor, my 
accountant or my lawyer. I am dealing here with a public 
evaluation and not with private scrutiny. 

To be sure cultic, charismatic leadership has its 
liabilities, but practical people do not seek purity, but 
effectiveness of endeavor. The black man's struggle to 
survive in this country has been bogged down in stagna- 
tion by people whose minds have been molded beyond 
the ability to reach out for new answers and to seek new 
solutions. 

There have been many discussions concerning the 
outgrowth of Operation Push from Operation Breadbasket. 
Most of this discussion to me has been at a level below 


the crucial level and really nothing more than high level 
gossip. Blacks һауе an unbelievable ability to chyrsta- 
lize everything into personality conflicts and don’t seem 
to realize the inevitability of conflicts of concept. 

Before my conclusion Id like to share with you а 
letter I cut out of the Chicago Defender some days ago. 
Perhaps this letter more than any other factorjlead to this 
article, The letter is entitled JESSE'S CHARISMA, 


Dear Editor: 

Recently І.Е. Palmer Jr. and Betty Washington were 
allegedly threatened with picketing by followers of Jesse 
Jackson for their observations made in the article, Jesse 
Jackson: Is һе for Real?*, published іп the Chicago 
Daily News on Dec, 29. 1971, Subsequently, the Chicago 
Sun ғ Times published an editorial praising Jackson’s 
new organization, PUSH. The Chicago Daily Defender 
has given equal time to each leader: Jackson, Abemathy, 
Vivian and Hurst. 

One concem is the press power to control the ass ign- 
ment of leaders to black people and their ability to jus- 
tify that power without discussing the real issues pere 
tinent to the welfare of those people. During the first 
reconstruction Booker Т. Washington received that ase 
signment and for many years the plans which emerged 
from his charismatic leadership prevailed until assailed 
by W.E.B. DuBois” penetrating analyses. 

The conflict which split Operation Breadbasket and 
the Black Panthers, and which seems to exist in the 
Nation of Islam, is: the need to control participants so 
as to maximize effectiveness and efficiency and to mini- 
mize the unhappiness this very need to control produces, 
Each conflict was precipitated by a succession crisis, 
Operation Breadbasket, a unit of the SCLC, was directed 
by Jesse L. Jackson, young, dynamic, firebrand. His 
commitment was supposedly to SCLC. Often, he spoke 
however, as though it was a more personal commitment 
to Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.

Whatever it was, Jesse Jackson 
was unWilling to be subjected to cone 
trol. He said, “I need air..I need 
room to grow...“ 

If Jesse can no longer serve the 
black poor through Operation Bread- 
basket because SCLC constraints on 
his growth, what will the new organi- 
zation be? Will it be one to promote 
and develop Jesse? PUSH evolved 
from Jesse*s charisma. 

Just what effect does а charisma- 
tic leader have on programatic change 
when an organization must work to- 
wards the leader's needs first? Addie 
tional iy, to what extent can an organi- 
zation expect its participants to accept 
its rulings especially after the charis- 
matic leader departs? 

An organization must be able to 
rely on its power to make the partici- 
pants obey. In other words, it must have 
the resources to reward and the sance 
tions to penalize. When Jesse did not 
obey, he faced a penalty which he ree 
jected. So did his staff. This merely 
illustrates the nature of charismatic 
leadership. 

Operation Breadbasket accomplis- 
hed a lot for black businessmen and 
for Jesse. This was its goal and it.was 
successful. Its record for the black 
poor is more rhetorical. There were 
talks, marches and demonstrations. 
But there was not much food for the 
hungry; few jobs for the black youth 
organizations; little medical care for 
sick; and no housing or clothes for 
the unsheltered and the naked. In fact 
as quiet as it is kept, the Black Pane 
thers and the Nation of Islam did better. 
However, the former suffer from police 
hysteria and Mao + mania while the 
latter is afflicted with charismatic 
leadership problems. Both аге bure 
dened with succession crises. 

Leaders are vulnerable to coopta- 
and assassination. And like St. Mare 
tin, when they are dead, their wishes 
are no longer respected and their ore 
ganizations begin to disintegrate.

Needless to say that I agree with 
some of the points in that letter but 
not with its conclusions. For I see 
Operation Breadbasket not as а fail- 
ure, but as a transitional step toward 
a more effective way. I feel that Jesse 
Jackson has been one of the first to 
realize that with all that it can do, 
Operation Breadbasket without poli- 
tical clout is inert promise, 

Jesse realizes that America is 
not a democracy, it never has been, it 
never will be. He recognizes this to 
be a pluralistic society within which 
each interest must fight and struggle 
for its piece of the pie. Just as һе 
recognized the need for the new есоп- 
omic thrust that was the seed of Opera- 
tion Breadbasket he now sees the 
fallacy of economics without politics.

The talented composer - keyboard- 
ist, who played W.C, Handy as a child 
in the motion icture, St, Louis Blues, 
has been шарша gospel music prace 
tically all his early life, received his 
first introduction’ to rock ‘п’ roll in 
1962 when he toured with Little Richard, 
During that time, Richard’s group 
toured Europe. While in Hamburg, Ger- 
many, he met four British teenagers 
that later were to become one of the 
most famous groups in musical history, 
the Beatles.

reer, Preston has always had a Strong 
religious conviction. It began when he 
was introduced to the gospel idiom 
through playing piano at the age of 
three, and has stayed with him until 
this day. ) 

And Billy feels that the new тоуе- 
ment known as the Jesus Movement is 
a good thing. It's all the same гг т 
music and the work of the Jesus People. 
Whatever way a person can find cone 
tact with God is great, I’m glad for 
‘Jesus Christ Superstar.’ I don’t follow 
everything that close but of what I’ve 
seen tells me that it’s all the same 
thing.

You see, when you 
work very hard for so long and you 
know that you are laying down some 
heavy stuff and nothing great hap- 
pens, it becomes kind of frustra- 
ting sometimes. And I have been in 
this business a long time.” 

“I started playing guitar when 
Т was fourteen and that was over 
twenty years аро. During those 
years I have done some of еуету- 
thing in music, and I have played 
with practically every big name on 
the jazz scene today.“ 

“I have had all of the experi- 
епсе, and traveled all of the roads. 

‘Frankly I was almost in a 
state of semi » retirement when my 
latest album, Vision“ began to 
make it Бір. This album has done 
big things for me and I am extreme- 
ly happy about it all.” 

Grant is a kind of mild manner- 
ed, easy going guy that wins fri- 
ends almost instantly. And when 
he speaks, he has a special talent 
for commanding ones uttmost atten- 
tion with his deep voice. 

“І have had many disappoints 
ing experiences in this business,” 


he said, but you don't knock а, 


profession that you love, and one 
that has been good to you.” 

“I will say this. Things would 
have been almost impossible for me 
if I didn’t have such а helpful wife.
